Aboard the President's Special Train 
at Miami En Route to Key West, Jan. 
14—President and Mrs. Coolidge, to- 
gether with their official party en 
route to the Pan-American Confer- 
ence at Havana, this afternoon paid 
an hour's visit to Miami, The city, 
draped with flags and filled -with 
thousands of visitors, gave the Presi- 
dent and his wife a great welcome. 

Mr. Coolidge is having his first ex- 
perience of Florida and today’s initia- 
tion was most pleasing to him. 

In the first place, he saw no sign 
of the destruction wrought by the 
tornado that swept Miami some 
months ago. He was amazed at the 
city’s speedy recovery. In the second 
place, the weather was perfect. The 
afternon was warm, but a grateful 
breeze blew from the Atlantic. 

Whole City Turns Ont. 

The Chamber of Commerce of 
Miami turned out all that Miami 
had, which was much. Every yacht 
in the harbor was dressed with flags, 
seaplanes droned overhead, motorcars 
and'ships sounded their sirens, every~ 
body in town who had a uniform put 
it on, from policeto Boy Scouts, from 
an American Legion drum corps, all 
in white, to amateur skippers in 
speedboats. 

The President left his train. at 
4:30, drove with some speed through 
Miami and Miami Beach and was 
back on board at 5:30, at which time 
the departure was made for Key 
West, where the U, S. S. Texas is 
waiting to take Mr. Coolidge and his 
retinue to Cuba tomorrow morning. 


Cuban Visits Coolidge. 
The President was greatly pleased

The crowd lined virtually every 
yard of the ten-mile parade route, 
which led through the business dis- 
trict, across Biscayne Bay to Miami 
Beach over one causeway and back 
over another, to return to the rail- 
road station again through the busi- 
ness district. 

Bombs Dropped as Salute. 

The . President and Mrs. Coolidge 
were in the automobile of Mayor and 
Mrs. E. G. Sewell, near the head of 
the parade, and were greeted with the 
Presidential salute by bombs dropped 
from airplanes. circling overhead, 
while steamships in the harbor kept 
up a constant din of whistles.

Endurance Fliers Land With “Dead Stick” After Beating 
U. S. Record Unofficially —Needed but Few Gallons Lost 
in Leak to Beat Germans — To Try Again Tomorrow.

Mitchel Field, L. I., Jan, 14—Clarence D. Chamberlin and Roger 


Q. Williams came within an hour 


and a half here today of establish- 


ing a new world’s record for an endurance flight. 
Within an hour and a half in time and a few pitiful gallons 


of gasoline. 

Their Bellanca monoplane Martine 
had carried the fliers in slow, wide 
circles over these Long Island fields 
since last Thursday morning. When 
at 2:04 pm. she dipped her nose 
and coasted to a halt, it was 
with a “dead stick.” The motor had 

d, the lier had slacked 
down, because there was no more 
fuel. The gasoline tanks had been 
drained dry. 

They're Not Disappointed. 

The fliers, as they stepped out. of 
the machine, seemed hardly disap- 
pointed. They had failed to bring 


back the record, now still held by two! 


German aviators, Cornelius Edzard 


and Johann Risticz, to American soil, | 


but the flight was not altogether a 
failure. 

Fighting against storms, illness and 
a remarkable series of mechanical 
accidents to the plane, they had 
stayed up 51 hours 52 minutes and 17 
seconds, or 40 minutes and 59 sec- 
onds more than the American endur- 
ance record established by Chamber- 
lin himself and Bert Acosta last 
April. At the same time -they had 
only a half hour to go to equal the 
Germans’ record of 52 hours 22 min- 
utes and 31 seconds. 


An Hour Added. 


Contest rules of the American 
Aeronautical Association, however, 
demand that any record must be 
beaten by a full hour to be recorded. 
Therefore, the hour and a half they 
still had to go to snatch the endur- 
ance laurels from the Germans. 

At least an unofficial American 
record was established with a leak- 
ing gasoline tank that lost them 
somewhere between 40 and 100 gal- 
lons of fuel. 


Lack But Few Gallons. 

“With two and a half gallons more 
we'd have done it,” said Chamberlin, 
referring to a new official American 
record only 19 minutes and 1 second 
farther away. With an extra seven 
or eight gallons they could have gone 
on an hour beyond the German rec- 
ord by flying until 3:34 p.m. 

Half an hour after the descent new 
plans were being laid for a repetition 
of the effort. A. R. Murtine, a young 
Manhattan banker and backer of the 
flight, announced that at dawn Mon- 
day Chamberlin and’ Williams Will 
take off once more. G 


Their Third Effort, 

This will mark their third effort in 
five days. The first ended after four 
hours of flight last Wednesday, due 
to a broken pipe connection. 

The Martine, her fuselage bespat- 
tered with oil and gasoline’ from the 
leaking tank, was moved from here 
to a Curtiss Field hangar to be re- 
conditioned by mechanics working 
day and night.

Marines Swoop on Strong» 
hold With Bombs, Hand 
Grenades, Machine Guns 


Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 14 (Pjs 
Forty rebels were killed today by a 
Marine Corps airplane squadron that 
attacked El Chipote, stronghold of 
Gen. Augustino Sandino, the squad- 
ron’s commander, Major “Rusty” 
Rowell, reported on returning tonight, 

The aviators hid 5,000 feet in the 
air behind clouds and dived down 
when opportunity offered to drop 
bombs, fire machine guns and even 
throw hand grenades. This is be- 
lieved here to be the first time hand 
grenades were ever used from alre 
planes. 

Prepare for Attack. 

The squadron left Managua éatly 
this morning for El Chipote, San- 
dino's mountain stronghold whieh iè 
itself 5,000 feet above sea level. El 
Chipote is nearly 20 miles northeast 
of Quilali, which marines recently 
captured from the rebel general “in 
the costliest battle since they came 
to Nicaragua. 

Waiting above drifting clouds, the 
planes would dart into clear at- 
mosphere, circle low enough for San- 
dino's positions to become distinctly 
visible and drop bombs. They would 
then sweep lower and straf the rebels 
with machine guns and hand gres 
nades. These tactics were followed 
time and again with what the squad- 
ron considered satisfactorily disas- 
trous results, 

Bullets Pepper Planes. 

Sandino had two anti-aircraft guns 
which kept peppering away at the 
planes, which were also targets for 
severe rifle fire. One plane was 
struck twice by bullets which almost 
hit the pilot. 

One observer stated that he saw 
elght rebels killed.

Hoist Self to Power. 


“No sooner was he in control of a 
telegraph station than he flashed the 
news to the outside world. His mes- 
sage did not even need the touch of 
the rewrite man. It was ready copy, 
and thus he became a headliner. He

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won battles with Kerensky’s army 
before they actually took place. 

“On the wreckage of the Kerensky 
government Trotzky hoisted himself 
into power, hiding at first behind 
Lenin. But he soon took the lead 
and proclaimed loudly that he was 
the awaited Messiah of the Russian 
people; that he would give them 
peace and bread and liberty.” 

Thus Leon Trotsky became com- 
mander-in-chief of the Soviet army, 
virtual co-dictator with Lenin, some- 
times wielding a power even greater 
than that of Lenin. On Jan. 8, 1918, 
there came a dispatch by way of 
Copenhagen which stated: 

Arrests Lenin. 

“Nicolai Lenin, the Bolshevist Pre- 
mier of Russia, has been arrested at 
the command of Leon Trotzky, Min- 
lister of War and Marine, who has 
made himself dictator, according to a 
Moscow dispatch to the Gothenburg 
(Sweden) Gazette. 

“Trotzky was prompted to make the 
arrest because of a difference of 
opinion with Lenin concerning the 
Bolshevist reforms, the dispatch 
states. Lenin desired to effect a 
coalition with the Menshevik, or 
moderates, wiiile Trotzky wished to 
continue the reign of red terror,” 

The breach with Lenin was quickly 
bridged and the power of Trotzky re- 
mained undiminished until the year 
1922, when war ceased to occupy the 
central place in the dangers con- 
fronting Russia and attention shifted 
to the need of rebuilding industry. 
Trotzky had hoped to be transferred 
to this fleld. War had interested him 
only as an organized job needed by 
the revolution. 


Loses Industrial Leadership. 


His friends believed that the quali- 
ties which had built the Red army 
would organize and inspire state in- 
dustry and reduce to a minimum 
the concessions which must be made 
to foreign capitalists. There is evi- 
dence that Lenin himself shared this 
view and wanted Trotzky to have the 
post of industrial dictator, since he 
gave him the task of preparing the 
program of industry for the Party 
Congress of 1923, i 

By the time this conference was 
held Lenin’s health had failed, and 
although Trotzky’s report was adopt- 
ed unanimously, he himself was 
denied the chance of carrying it into 
execution. He was sidetracked in the 
henorable but inactive job of com- 
‘manding the army in time of peace, 

Decline Begins, 

From that moment dates Trotzky's 
decline in power, Ever afterwards he 
has held only little real political 
power in the Soviet Republic. On 
Dec, 11, 1924, came dispatches that 
Trotzky, the War Minister, was 
seriously ill and would have to go 
immediately to a resort with a warm 
climate. This dispatch was sent out 
by the official news distributor for 
the Soviet Government. Underground 
information from Russia was to the 
effect that Trotzky was sentenced to 
exile by his former associates for 
publicly criticising their policies. 

Lenin was dead. The big three in 
Russian politics were Zinovieff, Kam- 
eneff and Stalin. Trotzky had criti- 
cised the failure to emerge from 
financial chaos: he had attacked the 
Third International for its stupid 
handling of incipient revolutions 
abroad. 

In 1925 Trotzky returned to Mos- 
cow and was elected a member of 
the Praesidium or Cabinet. At the 
opening meeting of the annual Fed- 
eral Congress of the Soviets in May, 
1925, he occupied a seat near that in 
which sat Zinovieff, considered his 
most uncompromising adversary. But 
his return to large political work 
meant no political dominance, as sub-
